Contradictory Evidence And 
Sharp Rebukes.  - 

Before Mr, R..B. Lindsell, at 
the Maxistracy yesterday alternoan, 
Kan Tam-ching and Fung Hokeo 
Manter wore summoned . for 
causing an obstruction by placing 
a quantity of firewood ‘outside No. 
58, Tes Voeus Road, the business 
premmea of the falter, Tha first 
Gefendant waa also summoned 
for using abusive language to 
Sub-nspector Reynolds. 

Mr. E.D.C. Wolfe, Captuio 
Superintendent of Police, Pro- 
secuted om bdebalf of the com- 
plainsnt, and Mr. M. R.. Lode 
tendad. 

With regard to the alleged 
obstruction, Mr, Lo submitted that 
Mo there had been an obstructioe 
the seller af the firewood should 
bate been held responsible, because 
the wood could not be held to be de- 
fendants’ property uotil it bad been 
delivered into their shop. The de- 
fendanta ‘told both Sub-Inapector 
Reynolds and the Iospector on 
duty in the cbarge-room before 
whom they were brought, that they 
wero periectls willing to furnivh 
the police with the name of the 
seller of tha Brewood.

With regard ¢o the automans for 
obstruction, Mr. Lo repeated bia 
previoua cooteation that bis client 
could oot be held responsible be- 
cause the firawoed bad not been 
actually delivered into the shop.
